That such a tremendous increase in the consump- 
tive demand would add Io cents a dozen to the market 
value of the goods is not an unreasonable supposition, 
but figuring an addition of only 5 cents a dozen to the 
selling price of the canner’s products, the EXTRA 
MONEY put into the pockets of the packers on a 
single season’s combined vegetable and fruit pack 
totaling 40,000,000 cases would amount to $4,000,000! 

This, understand, would represent but part of the 
profits from advertising. 

All this could be realized if the canners of the coun- 
try would raise and expend for advertising $100,000 
a year for three years. All we want is to add one can 
per year per person to the present demand for each 
of only five articles or classes of canned goods. 


California Newspaper Sets Good Example. 


industries of the state, paid particular atten- 

tion to California’s immense business in fruit 

canning and curing, asserting that the purity of 
California canned fruits is recognized throughout the 
whole world, and adding that “Of all lines of manu- 
facture in California, the canning industry employs the 
me labor, and its product is by far the most valu- 
able.” 

In California they know that canned goods are pure; 
that the industry is one of the most important ; that it 
is conducted on the square, and so they don’t “knock” 
and sling mud at canned goods like they do in some 


T San Francisco Chronicle, in reviewing the 


other portions of the country. The California news- 
papers have the good sense to understand that the 
packers are upright business men, good citizens, per- 
forming an inestimably useful service to the public. 
It’s too bad that newspapers everywhere aren’t as sen- 
sible, as fair and square—but conditions in this respect 
are improving fast, thanks to the work of THE Can- 
NER and the National Association’s Publicity Bureau. 

When the press of the whole country gets to telling 
the truth about canned goods the public will be im- 
pressed with their goodness, just as in the past people 
were frightened by the many unwarrantable scare 
stories which found their way into print. 


" Print the Canner’s Name on the Label. 


S the canner’s name at last to be printed on every 
can of food sold, regardless of whether the 
goods go out under buyer’s or packer’s label? 
The chances that such will become a federal 
requirement look very good just now. At the hearing 


in Washington before the House Committee on Inter- 

state and Foreign Commerce last week an amendment 

calling for the printing of the actual packer’s or man- 

ufacturer’s name on all foods sold in package form

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It is a strong bull market on everything, the strength 
being based on the relation of supply and demand. 
Demand at the moment isn’t especially active for spot 
goods, but there is a lively interest among wholesalers 
in futures. Tomatoes of the coming season’s pack are 
selling better now, and business pn peas continues to 
be booked. 

Conditions in the spot market are simply without 
precedent. It is not unusual for two or three lines to 
be in limited supply at this time of year, but we find 
at present that supplies of everything in the entire 
list are decidedly restricted, promising on tomatoes, 
peas, and some other articles, including both vegetables 
and fruits, famine conditions by late spring or early 
summer. Prices, therefore, are decidedly firm, the 
general tendency being upward. 

Tomatoes—Future tomatoes are in demand, but 
the majority of buyers seem loath to pay the price 
which Indiana and Ohio packers ask for their No. 3 
standards. There are quotations from the East as low 
as 72%4c, making it very doubtful if there is a profit in 
the business at such a selling price. Indiana I9gII 
packing tomatoes are quoted at 82%c to 85c f. o. b. 
factory for good brands. 

Regarding holdings of tomato packers in Indiana, 
a report from Indianapolis says that “The spot stock 
held in packers’ hands in this part of the country 
amounts to practically nothing. There is not a packer 
in the state who will listen to any price at all below 
goc f. o. b. factory, although there are two or three lots 
that will be sold at that figure and some buyers are al- 
ready paying the price for extra standard quality for 
their own labels. The future market is opening slowly 
so far as packers are concerned. The majority of the 
Indiana packers say that they must have 85c f. o. b. 
factory for their No. 3 full standard tomatoes this 
year, although a few are willing to start the ball roll- 
ing with an 82%c price.” 

Corn—Spot corn is strong at 72'%4c to 75c factory, 
the actual buying this week being limited. Western 
packers quote for future corn, standard grade, 67!4c 
for Illinois packing, 67'%4c for Iowa, and 65c f. o. b. 
factory for Indiana and Ohio. The interest in futures 
continues, and during the week there have been rumors

of an opening price on 1911 packing Maine fancy corn, 
the reports having it that the figures range from goc to 
g5c f. 0. b. Portland. There is a good deal of mystery, 
however, surrounding the whole business, so that it is 
impossible to tell just what is being done, for the par- 
ties interested are not taking anybody into their con- 
fidence. Advices to THE CANNER note firmness on 
New York State packing spot corn and moderate offer- 
ings of futures, generally at 75c delivered New York 
City. 

Peas—Inquiry for both spot and 1911 packing 
peas continues good, particularly for the futures, on 
which a very considerable amount of business has been 
booked during the past ten days. Buyers in the interior 
continue to inquire for cheap spot peas, but, as pre- 
viously stated, there is absolutely nothing obtainable 
below 85c f. o. b. factory, and precious few at that, 
while fancies are virtually cleaned out of canners’ 
hands. The selling representatives of important pea 
canning interests in Wisconsin state in regard to future 
peas that “There has been more doing during the last 
week than any time since prices were named. While 
the sales have been heavy from the start, the buying 
up to recently was largely “regular trade,” well known 
brands of goods which the buyer has been using for 
years for his private labels. During the last week or 
ten days, however, everybody has been in the game.” 

Spinach—Stocks are small and the market firm. 
Sales of No. 10 spinach in jobbing lots were made by 
Eastern packers on the basis of $3.75 per dozen, de- 
livered New York, with $3.50 factory quoted inside, 
A private report to THE CANNER from New York 
says: “No. 3s are held at $1.25 here, but a little busi- 
ness can be done at factory at $1.10. No. 2s are quiet, 
spot held at 85c here.” 

Asparagus—Some improvement in demand is 
noted, and some of the more popular grades more 
sparingly offered. California large white is quoted at 
$2.85 delivered in New York, white tips firm at $2.45 
delivered, green offered at $2.15. 

String Beans—Stocks of refugees in New York 
State canners’ hands are reported very light, with No. 
ts hard to find now at $1.55 for good quality. No. 2s 
reported firmer at $1.35. A report to THE CANNER 
says that “Future State packing, No. 1 refugees, are 
quoted at $1.55 delivered New York City.”

Lobster—Holders are firm and the market is with. 
out change so far as prices are concerned, demand 
continuing fair. 

Sardines—Domestic sardine prices remain very 
firm, although the present demand is reported as 
limited. Imported sardines in oil continue in good 
general demand, with prices firm. 

Salmon—lIndications point to a clean-up of spot 
salmon in all hands before summer. Brokers who 
have canvassed the situation believe that the approach 
of summer will find retailers with stocks as low as 
those of the jobbers.

Some de- 
mand for tomatoes, prices remaining about the same, some 
holders asking above present market, but confident that there 
will be an advance before spring. Others are selling on a 
basis of from 87%e to 90¢ factory. 

Corn remains about the same as quoted in my last, some 
buying of both spots and futures being done. There is no es- 
tablished market on what few spot peas that are held in first 
hands in Wisconsin. They seem to be getting whatever price; 
that is, anywhere within reason, is asked. The cheap peas 
seem to be pretty thoroughly cleaned up and nothing but the 
medium and higher grades are being offered. The price on 
future peas remains about the same as at the opening of the 
season, most of the orders already having been placed. 

Trade conditions on the Missouri River can be reported as 
being normal, void of any speculation, and while peas, corn 
and tomatoes are firm in advancing, some other staples in the 
grocery line show a decline. TRELA. 


NEw YorK, January 30, 1911, 

EpiroR CANNER: Taken as a whole, the distribution of 
canned goods staples in the local market is on liberal 
seale for this season of the year. The feature that hag 
impressed brokers along Hudson street more than anything 
else is the fact that jobbers are showing a disposition to 
anticipate nearby future wants. They argue that distrijp. 
utors are running shy on stock in some lines for the early 
spring trade. This ‘feature has encouraged holders some. 
what, and, in consequence, the tone is stiffer and values 
have an upward tendency. Many of the local jobbers are 
ready to take inventories early in February, but this dogs 
not appear to have lessened the buying of goods to any 
extent. 

Tomatoes—A firm tone prevails for full standard grade. 
Based on sales reported the market is 85e for No. 3s; 65¢ 
for No. 2s, and 28%e to $2.90 for No. 10s f. 0. b. factory, or 
Baltimore. Off standards and fair standards can be bought 

at 2%4c per dozen less. Demand has not been active chiefly 
because jobbers here are seeking to obtain concessions from 
sellers on full grade goods. All advices from packers point 
to the fact that they are resisting efforts to buy-at lower 
prices. No. 10s are especially firm. New Jersey 10s soli 
here at $3.15 per dozen. The market on futures in Maryland 
pack is 55¢ for No. 2s; 72%4e to 75¢ for No. 3c, and $2.15 
to $2.25 for No. 10s f.o.b. factory. Local jobbers haye 
not taken hold freely, but a fair business has been covered. 

Corn—State packers are pressing sales of futures based 
on 75¢ delivered. There are buyers of blocks at that figure. 
Sales to date are said to have been unusually large. Old 
pack is firm as to grade, brand and holder at 85c¢ to 92%%¢ 
here. Southern Maine style corn futures offer at 67%4c to 
721%e factory. Buying is fair. Old pack is hard to get at 
less than 7714c factory for standard.

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Peas—Spot stocks in medium grades are being picked up 
wherever offered in the range of 87\%4e to 95e¢ here. Little 
business has been done in finer sorts, and while there is no 
pressure from holders’ offerings at $1.30 to $1.40 for fine 
sifted western peas are more numerous. Most of the inquiry 
seems to be for medium grades. Future Wisconsin and 
State peas have sold freely at opening prices. A few coun- 
-try packers in the South are quoting futures at 75e for 
No. 2 early Junes, 85¢ for No. 2 sifted, $1.00 for No. 2 
extra sifted f.o.b. factory. Many contracts are said to 
have been booked. 

Salmon—Spot Alaska chum salmon is offered quite freely 
at $1.15 per dozen here. Demand is light. Pink talls, on the 
other hand, seem to be firmer at $1.30. A better inquiry is 
noted. The tone is firm on red talls at $1.72% to $1.75. 
It is possible that $1.70 can be done. Sockeye talls, flats 
and halves get a fair call as quoted. Medium red talls are 
held at $1.50 to $1.55 per dozen. The general interest in 
salmon is good, but stocks are largely in the hands of job- 
bers, most of whom are holding to supply retail wants in the 
spring. It looks like a higher market. 


Peaches—California lemon clings in No. 2% cans rule 


steady here at $1.40 for standards and $1.50 for extra stand 
ards. Crawfords are also steady, but generally hejg a 
2%e to 5e less than lemon clings. Southern peaches ane 
dull, but anything in good grade at a concession from the 
general market is wanted. No. 10 unpeeled pies are diff. 
cult to secure at $3.25 per dozen here. 

Apricots—Not much local interest is reported. No, oy 
standard grades are to be had at $1.35 to $1.40 here, A 
little firmness is noted in extra standards at $1.50, Stocks 
on the coast are said to be in close compass. 

Pineapple—aAll stock in grated is strong and scarce, No A 
pie grated domestic pack is held at 9744c here. No, 19 vie 
is quoted at $3.50. Hawaiian No. 2 extra grated is difficult 
to get under $1.45 per dozen here. The situation has cleaned 
up well all along the line. All small fruits are in smal] 
compass and demand is seasonable.

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present is the booking of orders on futures by the brokers 
who finally consented to list these orders within the past few 
weeks. Judging from the volume of orders that have come 
in for 1911 salmon, subject to approval of opening prices, 
the same conditions promise to exist in the sale of the 1911 
pack as existed during the past year, namely, a rapid clean- 
up followed by a shortage of all grades. 

Putures—Brokers claim that they already have booked 
enough orders to clean up a good portion of next year’s 
pack. They state that if they threw their books wide open 
they could quickly list the entire probable pack, but they are 
unwilling to do this and are only taking orders from the 
most pressing of their regular customers. 

Brokers Conservative—Their reason for going slow is 
that they wish to wait until they can secure a better line 
on 1911 conditions than they now find available. For in- 
stance, it is too early to predict anything about the size 
of the pack. A number of new canneries are going in up 
in Alaska, and this will, under normal conditions, in- 
crease the pack somewhat. On the other hand a short 
run of fish might reduce it in spite of the number of can- 
neries operating. The other districts, too, are uncertain. 

Consuming Market Important—The brokers, moreover, 
desire more important information concerning the consum- 
ing markets, a matter just as important to them as the 
extent of the production. While the orders for futures from 
jobbers throughout the country indicates that their stocks 
are low, this does not give a clear line on the retail situation 
or the attitude of the consumers. The past year witnessed 
a stiff raise in the price of canned salmon all down the line, 
and just what the effect of this has been upon the consumers 
is not definitely known. While the jobbers are cleaned out 
the retailers’ stocks may still be large, owing to a reduced 
consumption occasioned by higher prices, and the packers 
and brokers do not desire to load the jobber up with more 
than his requirements any more than the jobber wishes to 
be loaded. The effect on the market from the reaction is 
bad.

Chopped Apples—These goods are very scarce, and there jg 
nothing left except small lots here and there. These ary 
going out on a basis of 5e to 5%4¢ f.o0.b. in bags.

Tomatoes—The situation in spot tomatoes remains yp.

The price may be 
quoted at 87%4c to 90c factory. 

Corn—Spot corn is becoming a scarcer article each day, 
and even less than carload lots are hard to obtain. The 
price is about 75¢ factory, but those who may be hiding 
carload lots in their vest pockets will not put a price on 
their holdings at present, being firm believers in a much 
higher market. 

Future packing is being quoted at 65c¢ to 6744c¢ factory for 
standard, but a large number of packers have sold within 
the past couple of weeks at a price which would figure out 
6214e, and this is thé figure which must be accepted to move 
the goods.

EpitoR CANNER: The usual quiet winter conditions remajp 
all through the canned goods market of the East, ang I 
suppose, elsewhere. ; 

Corn—Spot corn has been sold at prices varying from 95» 
bare at the factory, up to $1.05. A few cars might be picked 
up, possibly, from $1.00 to $1.02% or $1.05, but, as these arp 
held speculatively as it were, my prices are not to be under. 
stood as quotations. 

Future Corn—All must recognize the bearing that higher 
prices of cut corn and cans will have on the future many. 
factured article, but exactly how much this will be is ap 
unsettled question. It is easy to predict higher prices, byt 
the prophet does not make the figure. The fact that the 
spot stock was so well cleaned up, and advances obtained, 
strengthens the market. The general outlook for sound bugj.- 
ness in 1911 is good, there being no overstocks in any ling 
but rather a searecity, while no disposition to speculate is 
apparent. This of itself gives a feeling of confidence. My 
opinion is that after the opening of future prices, corn will 
sell rapidly up to the limits. 

Gallon Apples—Only a few to be had, possibly at $3.00, 
but there is no real market in the absence of sales.

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BALTIMORE, January 30, 1911, 

EpitorR CANNER: There is really nothing new to report 
in regard to the tomato situation except to say that, while 
there has been no further advance during the past week, 
yet there is a decidedly stronger undertone to the market, 
which indicates that a further advance cannot be delayed 
much longer. The demand for spot shipment last week was 
very good and showed an increase over the preceding week. 
Orders came from various sections of the country, all of 
which tends to strengthen the statement that jobbers’ stocks 
generally are very light. The steady demand is still further 
wearing away stocks in this section and is bringing the 
time closer when the great shortage will be apparent even 
to the most skeptical, and then look out for a high market 
when the buyers begin to cover for their May and June 
requirements. 

Future Tomatoes—Some business was done last week at 
72l%4e to 75e f. 0. b. country points, but, as during the previ- 
ous week, the business transacted was nothing like as large 
as the inquiry called for. Many jobbers still believe they 
ought to be able to buy at 70c, or 72%c at the outside, 
but even the cheapest country packers do not now see how 
they can get out at 70c, and very few of them can see any 
profit in No. 3 standard tomatoes at 7244c. Most of them 
want 75¢, and claim they will get it if they hold off fors 
little while. Up to the present very little contracting for 
raw tomatoes has been done with the farmers as they are 
holding out for $1.00 per ton advance, which packers have 
not as yet consented to pay. 

Oysters—Some little packing is being done, but nothing 
like what is usually done at this season of the year. Muth 
dissatisfaction is being expressed by packers as to the yield j 
and the high cost. The cold weather is said to have made 
oysters thin, and the weight of meat per bushel is nothing 
like as large as it should be. It is reported that two @ 
three packers are willing to take chances on later spring 
packing at 72%e for No. 1 5-ounce, but these reports come 
from the buying end, and up to this writing I have not yet 
found the sellers willing to book business on this basis. Most 
of the packers of my acquaintance claim that full weight 
5-ounce oysters are costing 75¢ per dozen to pack. 

General Line—The demand last week was fair, particularly 
for apples, pears, small fruits, string beans, baked beans and 
peas. String beans scored another advance of 214¢ per doze 
and look like going higher. 

Convention—From all I can learn there will be a god 
delegation from the East, not only of packers, but alse 
brokers and supply men. All interested in canned goods 
seem to be of the opinion that there are many vital questioms 
concerning the industry that will come.up at the coming 
convention, and they want to be on hand to take part 2 
the solution of same.

LABELING PACKAGES. 

All first-class canners now appreciate the vast im- 
portance of properly labeling goods. Canned goods 
are judged largely by the package, and the package 
depends almost entirely on a good label properly ap 
plied. 

Where canners have the most trouble is in the 
proper application of the label. It is particularly hard 
to find a paste which will properly stick labels to tin 
cans. Where the label laps, one sort of paste will do 
the work, and where the label does not lap, an entirely 
different kind of paste is required. 

The paste difficulties of canners and packers haye 
been considered by the Clark Paper & Mfg. Co., of 
Rochester, N. Y., and they have produced several kinds 
of powdered adhesives for different classes of work.

The Use of Green Tomatoes in Table Condiments. 
Some inquiries have reached us recently in regard to the 
use of green tomatoes. At the end of the tomato season there 
are large quantities of green tomatoes in the field which 
will never ripen before frost. It seems that there ought 


to be some way to utilize these in order to get the cost of- 


planting at least. We have been advising all such inquiries 
to make these up into a piccalilli. There are various fer- 
mulas for making this very valuable and palatable condi- 
ment, and with the proper percentage of vinegar it will 
keep all right indefinitely. Green tomatoes may also be 
used in the preparation of mixed pickles, and a certain por- 
tion of them ean also be used in chow sauce. Large ones 
may also be stuffed with different kinds of pickle and be 
sold as stuffed green tomatoes, the same as stuffed peppers. 
Necessarily anyone who intends to use green tomatoes must 
prepare to make some sort of a pickle condiment out of 
them. They would not be marketable as a canned product, 
and I do not believe that any method for preserving them 
in a heavy sugar syrup would meet with success. 


The Use of Lacquered Cans In the Sardine Industry. 

In our last laboratory report we called attention to various 
determinations that we had made recently on sardines put 
up in oil and with mustard and vinegar in the ordinary 
tin can. It is indeed surprising to know the quantity of 
tin that seems to be taken up by these products. There 
seems to be an acid in the oil, and also the natural acidity of 
the sardines themselves, which has an action on the tin 
plate. In the case of mustard sardines, of course, the vine- 
gar will attack the tin plate to a greater or less extent. 
The legal requirement is that no canned goods shall contain 
more than three hundred milligrams per kilogram, Food 
Inspection Decision, No. 126. 

Ordinarily the acid of canned products will not attack 
the tin plate after a period of three months. This does not 
seem to hold good in the case of sardines, canned fish and 
eaviar. The action seems to go on for a period of two 
and three years. Analyses made here in the laboratory of 
some of these products two and three years old gave results 
which were higher than that permitted by law. 

The lacquered can would seem to be the only one which 
would prevent this. Indeed I doubt very much if there would 
be any action at all. Some such cans which have been 
submitted to the laboratory have been entirely free from 
salts of tin where a good grade of lacquer has been used 
and well baked onto the tin. From our work we would 
strongly recommend that sardine, fish and caviar packers 
use the lacquered can; this, I think, will prevent the 
electrolytic action, which, I am sure, is responsible for the 
large percentage of tin found in these products. 


Orange Marmalade. 

A subscriber sent us a jar of orange marmalade which he 
desired to have analyzed to determine whether or not there 
would be any danger of same conflicting with pure food 
laws, and also wanted our advice in regard to labeling it. 
Our report follows: On making examination of the sugar 


used in manufacturing this marmalade it is shown to have 
been prepared with glucose, the polariscopic reading being 
direct +80.0 invert +80.5. This indicates that no eane 
sugar has been used in making the marmalade. We algg 
made analysis as to the presence of preservative agents ang 
found that benzoate of soda had been employed. Examina. 
tion as to filler indicated the marmalade to have been many. 
factured from orange pulp prepared with glucose and bep. 
zoate of soda being depended upon to hold it. Of course 
such a product would comply with the pure food laws, the 
only question being as to proper labeling. Under the Uniteg 
States standards the following definition is given for may. 
malade: ‘‘It is a product made from clean, sound, properly 
matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar, with or without 
spices or vinegar, prepared by boiling to a pulp or gemi- 
solid consistency.’’ It must conform in name to the fruit 
used, and not less than 45 pounds of fruit should be used to 
each 55 pounds of sugar. A marmalade complying with these 
requirements, but in which glucose is substituted for cane 
sugar, is defined as ‘‘ glucose marmalade,’’ so that to comply 
with these standards we would suggest that you label the 
product ‘‘Glucose Orange Marmalade.’’ It will also be 
necessary to declare the presence of the benzoate of soda, 
In making up your label our advice would be that you first 
state the name of the product, ‘‘Glucose Orange Marma. 
lade,’’ declare the amount of benzoate of soda used, and, 
of course, the firm name and place of manufacture. Ip 
this way there could be no objection to the marmalade by 
the food authorities. ‘ 


Information About Water. 

We received a great number of samples of water in the 
laboratory to be analyzed in order to determine their suit- 
ability for use in the canning of fruits and vegetables. Can- 
ners everywhere now realize the necessity of having water 
of the highest quality for their use. 

In order that water may be suitable for use in the manv- 
facture of food products it must not impart a disagreeable 
odor or flavor to the goods, it must not attack in any manner 
the container, nor in any way affect the general appearance 
of the goods in which it is used. As water is an almost 
universal solvent, it is impossible in a commercial way to 
use water which is strictly pure, so we must therefore at all 
times have to deal with water which contains more or less 
foreign matter, principally in the form of crganie salts, such 
as hydroxid or iron, lime, magnesia and soda, which is gen- 
erally in the form of common salt. Many waters also contain 
some organic matter, and may also contain ammonia and 
hydrogen sulphide gas. These are what are generally termed 
the chemical constituents of water. Some waters have a 
cloudy appearance, which is caused by clay and silt, which 
are finally divided particles of earth simply held in suspen- 
sion by the water. These would be dealt with as physical 
characteristics of the water. 

Considered from a bacteriological standpoint, all waters 
contain more or less organisms which may produce fermenta- 
tion, but are of a harmless nature and would, of course,

Sears, Gorrell, Orem and Aplin Appear Before Congressional 
Committee for Mann Bill Hearing—Surprise Sprung 
on Jobbers—Amendment to Put Packer’s Name 
on Label Offered in Senate.

last, at which was present Frank A. Aplin, of the J 
K. Armsby Co., New York, representing the California 
cured fruit interests, appeared on Friday and Saturday 
before the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce in regard to the Mann net weight bil] 
known as H. R. 29866, introduced December 19, 1919, 
by Congressman Mann, of Illinois. The Mann bjj} 
(printed in THE CANNER of January 26) proposes an 
amendment to the federal food and drugs act, requir- 
ing a statement of net weight or measure on package 
foods. 

The representatives of the canning and cured fruit 
interests urged that the Mann bill be so amended as 
to require the name of the packer or manufacturer of 
the canned or other food products to be printed on the 
label on the package, as shown in italics in the first 
and second lines of the second paragraph of the bill, 
which is reprinted as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
section eight of an Act entitled ‘‘An Act for preventing the 
manufacture, sale, or transportation of adulterated or mis. 
branded or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medi- 
cines, and liquors, and for regulating traffic therein, and for 
other purposes,’’ approved June thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and six, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking 
out the words ‘‘Third. If in package form, and the ¢on- 
tents are stated in terms of weight or measure, they are not 
plainly and correctly stated on the outside of the package,’ 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

‘*Third. If in package form the manufacturer’s name and 
address and the net quantity of the contents be not plainly 
and conspicuously marked on the outside of the package 
in terms of weight, measure, or numerical count; Provided, 
however, That reasonable variations shall be permitted and 
that tolerances shall be established by rules and regulations 
made in accordance with the provisions of this Act.’’ 

See. 2. That this Act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage; Provided, however, That no pen- 
alty of fine, imprisonment, or confiscation shall be enforced 
for any violation of its provisions as to products prepared 
prior to eighteen months after its passage. 

The canners’ side of the case was most cleverly pre- 
sented before the Congressional committee by Mr. 
Orem. He never represented a cause more adroitly or 
forcefully in his entire career, and is deserving of the 
sincere thanks of the industry for his able efforts. He 
was followed by Frank A. Aplin, representing the Cali- 
fornia cured fruit interests. 

Tue CANNER learns that the matter of printing the 
manufacturer’s name and address on the label came as 
a complete surprise to the jobbing interests, but repre- 
sentatives of the wholesalers were on hand to oppose 
it. Messrs. Miller and Newton, representing Sprague, 
Warner & Co., and Reid, Murdoch & Co., of Chicago, 
and Wm. C. Breed, counsel for the National Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association, were present, Messrs. Miller 
and Newton appearing before the committee on Satur- 
day in opposition to the amendment proposed by the 
canners; Mr. Breed, for reasons best known to himself, 
refrained from backing up the efforts of his colleagues. 

The contention of Messrs. Miller and Newton was 
that the canners, in proposing to put the name of the 
packer on canned goods labels, were seeking undue ad- 
vantage for the producer, and there was also some little 
talk about a “trust” among canners. Advices to THE 
CANNER say, in this connection, that the amendment 
presented on behalf of the packers made an excellent 
impression on the Congressional committee. Lead- 
ing packers of canned goods have contended for years 
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that it was only just that the name of the actual packer 
should be printed on the label, but it was to be expected 
that the proposition would be vigorously opposed by 
jobbing houses doing a large private label business. 

However, the canners’ bill requiring the name of 
the packer or manufacturer to appear on the label was 
introduced in the Senate on Monday of the present 
week by Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, and the at- 
torney for the National Canners’ Association is, we 
believe, preparing a brief to be presented to the Com- 
mittee of both the House and the Senate, setting forth 
the canners’ claims. 


Canners’ League of California Meets in Seventh Annual 
Convention at San Francisco—Endorse 
Net Weights. 

The seventh annual convention of the Canners’ 
League of California, held at San Francisco, adopted 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the fruit canners of California, members of 
this League, in convention assembled, desire to place them- 
selves on record as favoring any reasonable, fair and prac- 
ticable amendment to the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906, providing for the marking of the net weight or meas- 
ure of contents upon all labels, packages, or containers of 
food products; and that the secretary be and he is .hereby 
authorized and directed to forthwith send a copy of this 
resolution to each of the members of the California delega- 
tion in Congress, now assembled, the presidents of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Grocers’ Association, Dried Fruit Associa- 
tion of New York, National Canners’ Association, Mer- 
chants’. Exchange of Chicago, National Canned Goods and 
Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association, and to all other com- 
mercial bodies or manufactures ef food products throughout 
the United States whose co-operation is desired. And be it 
further 

Resolved, That this League urge upon our Congressional 
delegation the necessity of incorporating in such amendment 
and in connection with such provision a section to the 
effect that goods be deemed misbranded unless the name 
of the manufacturer, canner or packer of all foods and 
drugs, whether in the natural state or artificially prepared, 
blended or compounded, appears on each and every package, 
ean, carton, bottle or other container; or if such package, 
ean, carton, bottle or other container be labeled, upon such 
label. And be it further 

Resolved, That the standing Joint Committee of this 
League be instructed to meet the Joint Committees of the 
Dried Fruit Association of California, California Bean Deal- 
ers’ Association and Associated Grocery Brokers of San 
Francisco, with a view to obtaining the active co-operation 
and effort of the individual members of these organizations 
in the furtherance of this legislation. 


Whereas, In the State of California a large number of 
the children attending the public schools, particularly in the 
fruit producing districts, rely upon the money earned dur- 
ing their vacations for their maintenance during the school 
terms, and 

Whereas, The services of these boys and girls are found 
to be efficient and satisfactory to the canners in connection 
with the packing, curing and canning of the fruit products 
of this State, now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the California fruit canners, members 
of the Canners’ League of California, favor a law permitting 
school trustees to arrange the vacation periods at such 
times as will give the school children an opportunity to 


be on a basis where the net weight of the contents— 
that is the fruit, not the liquid—is on the label, and I 
believe that the Canners’ League of California should 
appoint a committee immediately to decide what the 
weight of a well filled can is, or rather, what it should 
be. Such committee should work for both a National 
and a State law along these lines. Every can of fruit 
that goes out of California is either an asset or a lia- 
bility to the entire industry. Consumers as yet do not 
know the difference between the various brands—that 
is the rank and file of the consumers do not—and if one 
of them gets a can of poor fruit the whole industry is 
condemned. All suffer to a certain extent because 
of the poor work of some particular canner.”

REPORT OF NATIONAL CANNERS’ LABORATORY

be destroyed in a sterilizing process. These would be of y 
importance, and are generally known as the non pathogenis 
bacteria, Other bacteria may also be present which prodael 
diseases and are commonly termed pathogenic bacteria, 
These, too, would be destroyed by the action of heat a 
generally we find that if the water answers all the chemical 
requirements for canning purposes, it is not necessary ty 
consider the bacteriological side of the question, which playg 
a much more important part in water intended for household 
purposes. 

What the practical canner may wish to know is first, what 
the water that he is using contains, and what effect impurj 
ties may have upon the kind of goods that he may be 
packing. We will endeavor to briefly explain the action of 
the various constituents of ordinary water upon canned 
goods and their containers. The salts of iron, principally ; 
hydroxid of iron, are present in a great many of the water 
used for canning purposes. Iron should be absent from al 
waters used for canning purposes, especially from water 
used in canning corn. Iron has a tendency to turn corn dark 
colored, owing to the deposits of ferric oxide upon the gyr. 
face of the corn. This trouble, however, is more prevalent 
in the West than in the East. At present there is no prac- 
tical method of removing any considerable quantity of iron 
from water. 

Calcium salts, as a rule, are present in all waters, as eal. 
cium carbonate is rendered soluble or dissolved by carbon 
dioxid, which is found in all water. The salts of calcium 
play an important part in the preservation of both fruits 
and vegetables. It is a well-known fact that cereals boiled 
in hard water will never become soft, as the calcium ear. 
bonate forms an insoluble compound with albumen. In the 
preservation of fruits, if a large percentage of calcium 
salts is present, insoluble compounds are formed, especially 
in such fruits as pineapples and cranberries, and calcium 
may also unite with the sugar used in their preparation, 
which causes what is ordinarly termed ‘‘sandiness’’ jp 
jelly. Therefore, a water containing a large amount of 
calcium, which is in the form of calcium carbonate, could 
not be recommended for general use for canning purposes, 

Some of the salts of magnesium are generally present in 
well water, usually in the form of magnesium sulphate, com 
monly known as Epsom salts, or magnesium chloride. Some- 
times a small amount of magnesium carbonate may be 
present in the water, though this is very rare. Water con 
taining a very large amount of magnesium chloride or sil- 
phate has a bitter taste and this would, of course, be 
imparted to the goods in which it might be used. The soda 
which is in the water is present, as a rule, in the form of 
sodium chloride or common salt. This would, of course, have 
no detrimental effect in canned goods, but the presence of 4 
large amount of chloride is an indication that the water 
may be contaminated with sewage, unless the well is a very 
deep one or is in the vicinity of salt wells or the ocean 
The presence of nitrous acid in the form of nitrates is als 
an indication of sewage, especially when chlorides and 
ammonia are present. Or course water which might be con- 
taminated in such a way would not be good for use in canned 
goods, especially in any goods which might not be subjectei 
to a high degree of temperature in sterilization. Too much 
stress cannot be laid upon the danger of drinking water 
which may be contaminated with sewage. Water may al# 
contain some organic matter, and it would be almost safe to 
say that where nitrates are found in water there is some 
organic matter present, as the nitrates are the decomposition 
products of organic matter, so we may say that water cor 
taining any appreciable amount of nitrates is to be regarded 
with suspicion. Ammonia, as is well known, is also a decom 
position product of organic matter. Ammonia, however, 
minute quantities is present in nearly all water, and may 
not be said to interfere with the quality of the water unless 
a considerable amount is present. Rain water contains? 
considerable amount of ammonia, and this percolating 
through the soil dissolves some of the ammonia produced by 
the decomposition of vegetable matter in the soil and thus 
readily finds its way into surface wells. The ammonia, how 
ever, may be present in water in more than one form. The 
common form is free ammonia; the other is what is termed 
‘¢albuminoid ammonia.’’? Water which contains albuminoid 
ammonia gives every indication of surface drainage, and 
should not be used for drinking purposes. 

Hydrogen sulphide is present in a few wells and may be 
due to decomposition, or it may be that it is naturally 
present in the water eoming from mineral decomposifieg 
giving us what is ordinarily termed ‘¢sulphur water.

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water, while it is perfectly harmless to the human system, 
should never be used for canning purposes. It imparts an 
objectionable taste and odor to the goods and will blacken 
the tin of the can by changing it into stannus ‘sulphide. 

Silica is present in small quantities in water, but has no 
bearing whatever upon its practical use. Suspended matter 
in water is merely a physical condition and may easily be 
remedied—in some cases by the use of sedimentation tanks, 
or in more obstinate cases it may be necessary to filter the 
water. This may be generally accomplished by the use of the 
ordinary sand filter. It is ofttimes as convenient to use the 
chareoal as a filtering material in place of the sand. This 
will give better results. 

For use in boilers it is necessary, in order to secure good 
results, that the water shall deposit only a minimum amount 
of scale. The scale which is deposited in boilers is the 
line and iron of the water. It is, of course, impossible to 
remove these two substances by means of filtration. Numer- 
ous methods of chemical treatment of water have been pro- 
posed, which have as their object the removal of the lime 
from the water, together with part of the magnesium and 
sodium salts. The suspended matter may be removed from 
the water by filtration. As yet, no perfect method has been 
devised for. the chemical purification of water. One of 
the most common methods in use in this country is the treat- 
ment of the water for boiler purposes with pearlash, which is 
simply crude potash. In some cases crude soda ash is used. 
Either of these answers the purpose, and it only depends 
upon the relative market price as to which should be used. 

It may be of interest to the general reader to know how 
to make a few simple chemical tests upon water by which he 
eould ascertain for himself what ingredients the water con- 
tains and their approximate proportion. The color of the 
water is first observed by examining it in a colorless glass 
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tube. By noting the odor it is ofttimes possible to det 

pollution of water. That may be best done by Placing g 
few ounces of the water in a bottle and warming it to blood 
heat. It is maintained at this temperature for some time 
when the cork is withdrawn and the odor immediately 
observed. With a little practice one can readily dete 
the presence of organic impurities. The most reliable methoq 
for the detection of organic matter in water is as follows; 

Fill a tall glass jar with the water to be tested. A fey 
drops of sulphurie acid is added and then potassium per. 
manganate solution until the water assumes a deep purplish 
tint. It is now allowed to stand in a warm place for one 
hour. If organic impurities are present the solution will hg 
decolorized or perhaps turned to a dirty brown. 

Chlorine in water is detected by the addition of a fey 
drops of a solution of silver nitrate to the water. If any 
chlorine is present a white precipitate will be immediately 
formed, the amount depending upon the amount of chlorine 
in the water. 

If iron is present in water in any form the water will be 
turned blue upon the addition of a solution of potassium 
ferricyanide, or another test may be applied which shows 
the presence of iron, if it is present in appreciable quan. 
tities. This is made by the addition of ammonia to a ¢op. 
siderable quantity of water. Iron will be precipitated in the 
form of ferrie hydrate, which has a reddish brown eolor, 
Ammonium carbonate solution, when added to water, precipj- 
tates the lime in the form of calcium carbonate as a white 
powder. Magnesia may then be precipitated by the addition 
of disodium phosphate solution. 

These are all. simple tests which anyone without previous 
knowledge of chemistry can readily make. It is by no 
means such an easy matter to make a complete and accurate 
analysis of a sample of water. This can only be done by an 
experienced chemist, and requires a great deal of

Summary. 


In summarizing the requirements for water to 
be used in the canning and preserving of fruit and 
vegetables, we may briefly state the known facts: 
Tron in all forms should be absent from the water. 
the amount of lime present must be small, not to 
exceed 200 milligrams per liter. The amount of 
magnesia must also be small, especially if it is 
present in the form of magnesium chloride, and 
should not exceed 150 milligrams per liter. The 
amount of chlorine, except in special cases, should 
not exceed 4 milligrams per liter. Nitrates and 
organic matter should be absent. Hydrogen sul- 
phide and all metallic substances must be absent, 
Free ammonia may be present in small quantities. 
There should be no albuminoid ammonia present. 
The total amount of solids should not exceed one 
part in one thousand. 

The requirements in water for canning purposes 
are many, but we believe that every canner will 
find that it is profitable for him to use only water 
of the best quality in his goods. If the water at 
hand is not up to the required standard, he should 
make strenuous efforts to bring it up to the re 
quired standards, and if this is impossible, he 
should secure his supply from some other source. 


Determination of Tin and Antimony in Soft 
Solder. 


Under the above heading the following interest- 
ing article appears in the January number of Jour 
nal of Industrial & Engineering Chemistry: 

‘<The following details for the rapid volumetrit 
determination of tin and antimony in soft solder

Manipulate over a free 
flame for half a minute to complete the solution of the tin and 
antimony salts and to expel any sulphurie dioxide. Cool the 
flask under running water. Add 100 ¢e.c. of cold water and 
titrate rapidly with N/20 potassium permanganate. From 
the volume of the latter required to give the first pink color 
ealeulate the per cent of antimony. Dry to constant weight 
some highest purity sodium oxalate made according to Sor- 
ensen, and use this to standardize the N/20 potassium per- 
manganate solution. 

Tin—Weigh exactly 0.2 gram of the filings and transfer as 
before to a 300 ¢.c. Jena Erlenmeyer flask. Add 5 ¢.e. of 15% 
sodium carbonate solution. Add 20 ec. of hot water. Add 
25 e.c. of hydrochloric acid, 1.2 specific gravity. Add one 
drop of 5% antimony chloride solution from a dropping bot- 
tle. This solution should be strongly acid with HCl. Close 
the flask with a one-hole rubber stopper carrying a capillary 
U-tube of 1 mm. bore. The short arm of the U-tube should 
just reach through the stopper while the long arm should 
almost reach the surface on which the flask stands. Place 
the flask on a hot plate, where it will boil very slowly but not 
suck air back through the tube. The solder will dissolve in 
about fifteen minutes, leaving a small black precipitate of 
antimony. As soon as this occurs and without interrupting 
the slow boiling bring a test tube of 15% sodium carbonate 
solution under the U-tube. Carry to the sink and cool the 
flask under running water, allowing the carbonate solution 
to suck back into it. When cold add 5 e.c. of 15% sodium 
earbonate solution and 5 c.e. of cold, fresh starch liquor and 
titrate immediately with N/20 iodine solution. From the 
volume of the latter required to give the first deep blue color 
calculate the per cent of tin. Standardize the N/20 iodine 
solution by titrating in the same way 0.1 gram portions of 
filings made from a stick of Kahlbaum’s highest purity tin. 

This method can be used to advantage for soft solder con- 
taining 0 to 2% of antimony, 30 to 60% of tin, 40 to 70% 
of lead and not more than traces of any other metals. 
Duplicate determinations of tin and antimony can be made 
in one hour.

Favors the Canned Goods Exhibit for Educational Purposes 
—Would Tend to Eliminate Packing of Slush Goods 
—Advocates Education for the ‘‘Rummies.’’ 


OunIo, January 27, 1911. 

EDITOR CANNER: I want you to know that your recent 
remarks on the subject of educating canners to know what 
quality in canned goods is and to be able to distinguish 
between really good quality and goods that are not quite 
so good, and to know the reason WHY their packs don’t 
grade up to the goods put up by the old experienced packers, 
meet with my approval. 

A school for canners wouldn’t be a bad thing at all. The 
new packers coming into the canning business would learn 
more quickly than if left, as at present, to find out for 
themselves as best they ean, and the other class, the rummies, 
would no doubt be benefited by a few lessons from practical 
packers who do know what quality is, and ho to produce. 
It would be better for us to teach the Lnesuile ones than 
to go on letting them bang the market by turning out 
every year a lot of slush goods than hurt prices all along the 
line. 

I say, by all means, educate the rummies.

‘*Experience’’ Replies to Wescott, of Buffalo, Intimating 
Distortion of Meaning of Earlier Communication— 
Expresses a Desire to Be shown Re*arding Cost 
of Canning Winter Specialties. 
—_———, ——., January, 26, 1911. 

EpiroR CANNER: I notice that my article in a_ recent 
issue of yours, giving you an opinion as to why you did not 
get more replies to your request for opinions on winter 
packing, ete., seems to have raised a disturbance in the 
household of Wescott, of Buffalo, and his good wife Mary. 

There is nothing more conducive to the uplift of any 
business, manufacturing or politics, than frank, open dis 
eussion, but, in answering any communication, I believe 
that it would be better for any person or persons to confine 
themselves to the facts before them; and it is important that 
those undertaking to reply should not distort the meaning 
or the information attempted to be conveyed in the article 
referred to. 

Of course, it is known by all men that Wescott is in the 
machinery business, and, to that extent, a promoter of can- 
ning factories—perhaps not the old-fashioned promoter who 
would make it appear that you could pack standard tomatoes 
at 50 cents per dozen and sell them at 75 cents, and make 
50 per cent on the investment; but he is interested in having 
people scrap their machinery and buy new in place thereof. 

There is no doubt in the world but what, in many in- 
stances, it would pay to scrap machinery rather than go 
ahead and use an out-of-date outfit; but it does not follow 
that it pays to scrap machinery that is doing good work 
when something better is not obtained. 

Answering his arguments in the order in which they come, 
Wescott says that if a man has superior information or an 
established business, you should rush out and tell all the 
world about it. That might appear like good business to him, 
but I believe that anybody else would leave it with him. 

In his second statement he undertakes to make me say 
that the people who are engaged in the packing business are 
not ‘‘on’’ to their job, and therefore are working at a 
loss. I will ask my friend Wescott to produce in his next 
advertisement a detailed statement showing the cost of 
No. 3 lye hominy and No. 3 sauerkraut, No. 2 baked beans, 
with and without tomato sauce and pork; No. 2 red kidney 
beans, and if he can show me where reasonable profit is 
made in the packing of these articles at the prices at which 
some of the winter producers are selling their stuff, and will 
come to my factory and prove by actual operation that 
hominy can be packed for 42 cents to 45 cents, sauerkraut 
for 50 cents, No. 2 pork and beans for 50 cents, and No. 2 
red kidney beans at that price, after paying all expenses, 
brokerage, cash discount, claims for leaks and. swells, the 
actual loss that attends the operation of any operating 
business, together with insurance, taxes, interest, telephone 
and telegraph charges, stamps, stationery, incidentals, book- 
keeping and other overhead expenses, then I will buy his 


outfit, if he has anything to sell in the winter packing line 
that is better than I am using. % 

Right here let me pause to remark that, while I agree that 
there are packers who pack winter goods who have reputg. 
tion and are making profit, there are quite a number of 
packers who have no reputation and who pack for the job- 
bers and for jobbers’ labels, that are not getting fair returns 
on their winter packing. That being the case, I will ask 
my friend Wescott again, what is there in the business to 
induce the packer to overpack winter goods as they do 
the summer goods and accept less than reasonable margin of 
profit on their work? 

In answer to his article No. 3, it is well known that q 
great number of packers are not upon a strong financia] 
basis. 

In answer to article No. 4, he says that the packers 
should insist on using their own brands. Their financia} 
condition is such that they must sell goods to the jobber 
for jobbers’ label, or do without the business entirely. It ig 
a question with them of a slice of bread or no bread at all, 
though the slice be very thin. 

In answer to article No. 6, having manufactured ma. 
chinery, operated manufacturing plants of various kinds, it 
is really useless to combat his statement, but if continual 
use does not wear out boilers, require additional repairs on 
engines, wear out your belting, destroy valves and require 
renewal thereof, I will then confess that I am on the wrong 
track. It is a fact that all machinery driven by power 
has its basis upon the number of miles it travels, and, con- 
sequently, machinery that is running twelve months in the 
year will wear out more rapidly than if it rests and is 
properly taken care of and put away. 

I have no desire to continue a controversy, but would 
be glad to answer any fair criticism on any subject upon 
which I write at any time.

Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued by Prominent Commission Firms 
East and West 








By Frank T. Stare Co., Waukesha, Wis. 

Peas—It is to the credit of most of the packers that 
they have stood reasonably firm on price. Of course 
there are always a few irresponsible packers who are 
willing to contract a loss in advance. These fellows 
don’t last long; still there is always a “new crop” com- 
ing along every year. Poor devils, they are hardly to 
blame. They don’t know any better. They have no 
idea as to the cost of their goods. They do not base 
the value of their pack on the cost of production or 
on market conditions. They allow some “shyster” 
broker to take advantage of their inexperience and talk 
them into selling their goods at bankruptcy prices. 

Did you ever notice that almost without exception, 
one of a half dozen brokers of the “shyster” class 
“represent” (?) every new packer for the first year or 
two of his experience. If the poor chap has a “roll” 
big enough to enable him to survive the experience, he 
usually develops into a good sort of a packer, al- 
though he has an inclination to keep his hand on his 
watch for the next few years. 

Few Wisconsin packers have made any money dur- 
ing the last few years. If they get a crop they stand 
to make a little profit this year, although they have got 
to figure almighty close to do it. 

There has been little activity in spot peas during the 
past week. There is hardly stock enough left to make 
a market. What spot stock there is left is steadily 
going into consumption. Everything will be cleaned 
up long before the new pack.

Future Corn and Tomatoes—A humming business 
for the past week covers the record of contracts booked 
for both future corn and tomatoes and there are more 
orders still unfilled, large ones, and the buyers are get- 
ting uneasy. Early future prices for both corn and 
tomatoes are more of a joke than a matter of record. 
It took the packers a little while to wake up to the 
true situation; like “Old Rip,” they had to stretch 


their muscles, yawn a few times and the game was on 
but not at the first’ prices heralded across the country: 
for those who spoke first, spoke too quickly, and some 
of them are still talking a little too fast. It looks like 
when everything settles down to its natural gait the 
outside price now being named will be about the Proper 
range; a little higher possibly, for the grower wants 
more money than last year and the packer usually ag. 
cedes to a demand of this kind, especially when the 
spot price is higher with a prospect of still further 
elevation. The buyer is also more apt to follow under 
conditions which govern; hence, business in futures js 
good. The undertone is as strong as the tide and there 
is not a weak spot on the horizon.

Rulings, Court Decisions, and Latest News and Views of Federal and State Food Departments 
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Federal Food Authorities Get Judgments Against Canners 
and Catsup Makers. 

The following is a condensation of a batch of “No- 
tices of Judgment” under the federal food and drugs 
act, just issued by the United States Department of 
Agriculture at Washington : 

N. J. No. 670. Adulteration of Catsup. In this 
case judgment was rendered in the United States Court 
for the Eastern District of Pennsylvania against Alart 
& McGuire, New York, for having shipped in inter- 
state commerce nine barrels of catsup labeled “Extra 
Spiced O. K. Catsup, Alart & McGuire, N. Y.,” where- 
as the government charged that the goods were adul- 
terated and consisted in whole or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed, and putrid vegetable substance. The cat- 
sup was ordered destroyed. 

N. J. No. 671. Adulteration of Canned Tomatoes. 
In this case a quantity of canned tomatoes shipped in 
interstate commerce by the C. B. Ayars Canning Com- 
pany, of Bridgeton, N. J., was condemned and an order 
of forfeiture was entered, as examination of samples 
showed the product to be adulterated within the mean- 
ing of the federal food and drugs act. 

N. J. No. 695. Adulteration of Canned Pine- 
apple. In this case a decree condemning and order- 
ing the destruction of the product was entered in the 
United States Court for the Eastern District of Penn- 
sylvania. The goods, a quantity of canned pineapples, 
were found to be adulterated within the meaning of the 


federal food and drugs act, having been shipped ip 
interstate commerce. 

N. J. No. 700. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Canned Peaches. In this case a quantity of. canned 
peaches shipped by the St. Louis Syrup & P reserving 
Company from Missouri to Texas was found adyl. 
terated and misbranded within the meaning oi the fed. 
eral food and drugs act, a plea of guilty being entered 
and a fine of $25 and costs imposed. 

N. J. No. 701. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Blackberry Preserves. In this case a fine of $20 and 
costs was imposed on the St. Louis Syrup & Presery. 
ing Company for shipping into the State of Texas a 
quantity of a food product labeled “Tiger Brand Pre 
serves,’ the findings of the analyst and the report 
thereon indicating that same was adulterated and mis. 
branded within the meaning of the federal food and 
drugs act. 

N. J. No. 702. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Apple Butter. In this case a fine of $200 and costs 
was imposed on the St. Louis Syrup & Preserving 
Company for shipping into the State of Kentucky a 
quantity of a food product labeled “Clymer’s Brand 
Apple Butter,” the report of the analyst thereon indj- 
cating that the product was adulterated and misbranded 
within the meaning of the federal food and drugs act, 

N. J. No. 703. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Preserves. In this case a fine of $60 and costs was 
imposed against the St. Louis Syrup & Preserving 
Company for shipping into the State of Kentucky a

N. J. No. 673. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Vinegar. In this case the United States Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois imposed a fine of $100 
and costs against B. T. Chandler & Son, Chicago, IIl., 
for shipping into Indiana a quantity of vinegar reported 
by the analyst as adulterated and misbranded within 
the meaning of the federal food and drugs act. 

N. J. No. 678. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Vinegar. In this case the United States Court for 
the District of Utah imposed a fine of $35 and costs 
against the Mount Pickle Company, Salt Lake City, 
for shipping into Idaho a quantity of a food product 
labeled ‘““Mount Pickle Co. Apple Cider Vinegar, 46 
gallons, Salt Lake City, Serial No. 5990." The report 


of the analyst indicated that the vinegar was adulter. 
ated in that its strength and purity were below the 
professed standard of quality for which it was sold, 
N. J. No. 679. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Vinegar. In this case a fine of $25 was imposed by 
the United States Court for the Eastern District of 
Michigan against the Gordon Vinegar Company 
Pontiac, Mich., for selling a liquid labeled as vinegar 
and shipped subsequently into Indiana and found adyl. 
terated and misbranded within the meaning of the 
federal food and drugs act. On or about September 
2, 1909, the Gordon Vinegar Company, a corporation 
Pontiac, Mich., sold and delivered to C. G. Freeman, 
of the city of Pontiac aforesaid, a quantity of a liquid 
contained in barrels labeled “Gordon Vinegar Com. 
pany. Apple Cider Vinegar Fermented.  Pontiag, 
Michigan,” guaranteeing to such purchaser that the 
said product compiled with the terms and provisions 
of the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906. Subse. 
quently, on or about September 5, 1909, the above 
named purchaser, under the protection of the aforesaid 
guaranty, shipped from the State of Michigan to the 
State of Indiana five barrels of said product without 
changing the same in any particular whatsoever. Sam- 
ples of this shipment were procured and analyzed by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, and as it appeared from the findings 
of the analyst and report made that the product was 
adulterated and misbranded within the meaning of the 
food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, the Secretary of 
Agriculture afforded opportunities for hearings to the 
party from whom the samples were procured, to the 
shipper, and to the guarantor of said product. As it

N. J. No. 681. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Vinegar. On or about September 29, 1909, there 
were shipped from Chicago, IIl., to Indianapolis, Ind., 
nine barrels of vinegar labeled “Guaranteed Cider 
Vinegar 6 per centum, Spielmann Brothers Co. Mfg. 
8441.’ Analysis of samples of this product made in 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, showed it to be adulterated and mis- 
branded within the meaning of the food and drugs act 
of June 30, 1906. As it appeared from the findings 
of the analyst and report made that the said shipment 
was liable to seizure under section 10 of the act, the 
Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts to the 
United States attorney for the District of Indiana. The 
product was condemned as misbranded and adulterated 
with a proviso, however, that said goods should be de- 
livered to said claimant upon the payment of costs and 
execution and delivery of a satisfactory bond condi- 
tioned that the product in question should not be sold 
or otherwise disposed of contrary to law. 


N. J. No. 685. Misbranding of Vinegar. On or 
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about March 30, 1910, the Leroux Cider & Vinegar 
Company, Toledo, Ohio, shipped from the State o 
Ohio to the State of Pennsylvania thirty-three barre, 
and sixteen half-barrels of vinegar, on the head of 
each of which said barrels and half-barrels were the 
words “The Leroux Cidar & Vinegar Co. Premier 
Brand Fermented Apple Cider Vinegar, Toledo» 
Analysis of samples of this product made by the By. 
reau of Chemistry, United States Department of Agri. 
culture, showed it to be adulterated and misbrande 
within the meaning of the food and drugs act of June 
30, 1906. The United States Court for the Westen 
District of Pennsylvania found that the vinegar hag 
been misbranded and ordered that the goods shoyl 
be delivered to the claimant, with the understand 
that they would not be sold or otherwise disposed of 
contrary to the provision of the federal food law,

about September 28, 1909, the Harbauer-Marleau Com. 
pany, Toledo, Ohio, shipped from the State of Ohio to 
the State of Pennsylvania seventy-five barrels of vine.

ledo, O.” Analysis of samples of this product made ip

The United States Court for the 
Western District of Pennsylvania found the vinegar 
to be misbranded and ordered it returned to the claim- 
ant, conditioned that it should not be sold or otherwise 
disposed of contrary to law. 

N. J. No. 688. Misbranding of Vinegar. On or 
about March 15, 1909, there were shipped from the 
State of Michigan to the State of West Virginia sixty- 
eight barrels of a food product labeled “Oakland 
Brand Vinegar, Fermented, 4 per cent. Oakland Vine- 
gar & Pickle Company, Saginaw, Mich.; The Cider 
Vinegar in this Barrel is superior and guaranteed by 
the manufacturer to conform in every particular with 
the pure food laws of Michigan or any other state 
where pure food laws are in force.” Analysis of sam- 
ples of this product, made by the Bureau of Chemistry, 
United States Department of Agriculture, showed it 
to be misbranded within the meaning of the food and 
drugs act of June 30, 1906. The United States Court 
for the Northern District of West Virginia found the 
product misbranded, as it did not contain “Cider Vine- 
gar Fermented 4 Per Cent,” entering a decree, of con- 
demnation, ordering that the vinegar should not be 
sold or otherwise disposed of contrary to the federal 
food law. 

N. J. No. 690. Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Vinegar. On or about September 6, 1909, Barrett 
& Barrett, Chicago, IIl., shipped from the State of 
[llinois to the State of Wisconsin a quantity of a liquid 
in barrels, which were labeled “Barrett & Barrett. 
Cider Vinegar. Made ’o8, 50 gallons. Chicago. 4% 
acetic acid.” Samples of this shipment were procured 
and analyzed by the Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, and as the findings 
of the analyst and report thereon indicated that the 
product was adulterated and misbranded within the 
meaning of the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, 
the said Barrett & Barrett and the party from whom 
the samples were procured were afforded opportunities 
for hearings. The United States Court for the North- 
ern District of Illinois imposed a fine of $100 and 
costs.
